D. Status Reports:

e CART Updates — (Carleen) Bike usage on bus racks continues to grow,
especially on Lindsey East route. Repair stations and racks are being
monitored and usage regular with no problems noted—no vandalism at
all. Bus wrap will stay on the bus for at least 12 months.

e Bike Share — OU Student Gov’'t Association did a poll in September and
large percentage of students would like a bike share program but are
unwilling to fund it through student fees. Discussion ensued about
partnership between OU and the city. Add Bike Share to the monthly
agendas for BAC. Estimated costs for Bike Share are $ 100,000 initial
investment and $ 60,000 annually thereafter.

e Enforcement — (NPD Marcus Smallwood) not notified as to meeting so
not in attendance.
